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Fig. 8(a) shows a comparison of single-photon and two-photon excited fluorescence of the dye 
molecule Coumarin-480 distributed evenly throughout a block of agarose gelatin. While Fig. 8(b) 
illustrates what is shown in Fig. 8(b) in a black-white drawing, Fig. 8(a) provides a much clearer 
understanding as the pictures show the colors of the light and the actual phenomena.
